Forest goalkeeper, 
Middleton joining the 
Rams, Archie had appeared 
in 333 senior games for the 
club, scoring 23 goals. 

So we have to go back to 
October 26, 1976 for his 
300th appearance for the 
Rams, in a League Cup 4th 
round tie at Brighton which 
ended in a 1-1 draw. 

A hamstring injury pre¬ 
vented him firoxn making 
that milestone a match ear¬ 
lier at Stoke. The injury was. 
suffered in Athens in a 
second round UEFA Cup tie 
against AEK. 

It ended a run of 82 con¬ 
secutive appearances after 
he had returned from sus¬ 
pension in February 1975. 
When he made that 300th 
appearance Archie had 
appeared in 136 of 139 com¬ 
petitive matches. 

After appearing in 15 of 
the next 17 League and Cup 

g ames an injury collected at 
lolchester in the Fourth 
Round of the FA Cup caused 
him to miss 12 matches. An , 
accident in the r 
gymnasium did l 
progr ess back f - 


Archie did not play in the 
opening match of the follow¬ 
ing season against Coven¬ 
try but appeared in the five 
League and one League Cup 
games leading up to Tommy 
Docherty's replacing Colin 


Murphy as manager. 

When Archie took the 
field at the .Abbey 
Stadium, Cambridge last 
Tuesday it was his 350th 
competitive appearance 
for the Rams, just five 
and a half years after he 
left for Forest. 

Since leaving the Rams

tingham Forest, Birming¬ 
ham City and this season 
Wigan Athletic. 

After joining Forest, 
Archie won his third 
League Championship 
medal (he won two with 
Rams), and assisted the 
Reds to winning the Euro¬ 
pean Cup, the following sea¬ 
son 1978-79. 

But he was omitted from 
their team which defeated 
Malmo in the Final, follow¬ 
ing an injury which had 
caused him to miss the 
second leg of the semi-final.

80 season Archie 
ignedfor Birmingham and 
helped them back to the 
First Division. But his con¬ 
tract was cancelled in 
March 1982 and he went to 
America to pl a y/ or " ie 
Jacksonville Tea Men. 

Soon after Peter Taylor 
became manager of Derby 
County last autumn Archie 
was acquired from Wigan 
Athletic for whom he had 
been playing since his re¬ 
turn from America. 
Archie’s fourth game, at 
Craven Cottage against 
Fulham, was another miles¬ 
tone in his career. It was his 
600th game in the Scottish 
and English Leagues. Now 
that he has played a further 
11 games (including those v 
Wolves and Cambridge), 
Archie’s full record at Der¬ 
by is (goals in brackets): 

League 276 (20); F.A. 
Cup 30 (5); League Cup 19 
(1); European Cup 11 (1); 
UEFA Cup 10; Texaco 
Cup 3; Charity Shield 1. 
Total 350 (27). 

Archie played 43 times 
for Scotland in a rather split 
career. He made his debut 
against Belgium on Febru¬ 
ary 3, 1971, but after seven 
appearances did not play 
again for his country until 
October 1975, so he missed 
the 1974 World Cup. 

He played in the World 
Cup in Argentina in 1978, 
and will be best remembered 
for that brilliant individual 


goal against Holland in (l 
game which Scotland won 
8-2, lie also scored a penalty 
in that game. 

Archie Gemmill scored 
eight goals for Scotland, f or 
whom he made his final 
appearance in March 1981 
against Northern Ireland 
Now 36 years of age he has 
played in more than 7/>o 
competitive matches. When 
the domestic and European 
Cup competitions are added 
to his league total, together 
with those 43 in the blue 
shirt of Scotland. 

Archie's strength is his 
total involvement, and his 
courage has never been in 
doubt. He has chosen to turn 
out in the past for the Rams 
even when not fully fit. 

With the absence of Roy 
McFarland from most of 
Derby’s 1974-5 League 
Championship campaign, 
the captaincy fell on the 
wee Scot, and he typically 
led the Rams to that title by 
example. An example 
which one hopes will help 
the Rams, not for the first 
time, to escape relegation 
this time. When he finally 
finishes his career with 
Derby, and the club are 
hopefully on the right road 
again, Archie Gemmill will 
have played his part in full 
in the only way he knows. 

If his dedication and atti - 
tude rubs off on the rest of 
the team there will be no¬ 
thing to fear.

Despite a dramatic im¬ 
provement in both their de¬ 
termination and organisa¬ 
tion, those nine games 
brought only three wins 
among five draws. 

Therein lies the problem. 
They aren’t returning 
enough three-pointers. 
Draws aren’t good enough 
to haul Rams up the chart! 

The Leicester match 
marked the two-thirds of 
the season stage, so we are 
now two games into the fin¬ 
al third. 

’Just as after one Lhird of 
the season, the Rams are 
still firmly on the botlom of 
the table. 

The commitment they 
showed in the F.A. Cup run 
has been mirrored in all but 
one of the League matches 
since the turn of the year. 
But still the draws outnum¬ 
ber the wins. 

Peter Taylors' first game, 
in the League, as manager 
of Derby County was n de- 

K cessing goalless draw at 
omc to Bolton. It was the 
14th game of the season, 
nnd completed a very' inept 
si art. 

The then record was:

Nine points from 14 
games represented a dis¬ 
astrous beginning, a con¬ 
tinuation of which would 
have given the Rams a 
total for the season of 27 
points. 

Happily, the recent point

The next 14 games up lo 
and including lhe draw at 
Leicester saw the Rams 
break even over the period 
as follows:

But thut record belies the 
significant improvement in 
the Rams’ fortunes since the 
start of 1UH3. 

The second third of the 


season divides conveniently 
into two halves, the first of 
which saw little or no in- 
pro vement in the Rams’ for¬ 
tunes. In the first seven 
games the record was as fol¬ 
lows:

The home draw with Bol¬ 
ton was followed by a 2-2 
draw, also at the Baseball 
Ground, against Oldham, 
and away at Burnley. 

A 3-0 home victory over 
Rotherham followed these 
draws, the first victory 
scored by the Rams in 15 
League games, and only 
their second in the 18 
games then played. 

The next four games were 
nothing short of disastrous 
an far as results went, with a 
1-1 home draw against 
Palace, being the only point 
gained. Defeats were suf¬ 
fered in consecutive away 
games, at Fulham and at 
Newcastle. The third defeat 
was at home to Shrewsbury, 
who were 3-nil ahead before 
Bobby Davison exploded 
onto lhe scene with his first 
two goals for the club. 

The promose showed in 
the final 15 minutes of that 
game was carried on to the 
latter seven matches of the 
phase, with the FA Cup also 


providing impetus 

Apart from the debacle at 
Carlisle things have much 
improved, with the follow¬ 
ing record in these next 
seven games.

So there we. see a com¬ 
plete reversal compared 
wiLh the previous seven, 
starting ironically with a 2- 
2 draw with Oldham at 
Boundary Park, on New 
Years Day.

Derby conceded three goals 
again in the next League 
game at home to Leeds Un¬ 
ited, but scored three them¬ 
selves Tor only the second 
time in their League prog¬ 
ramme. 

Since then they have 
scored their first away vic¬ 
tory 3-1 (at Chelsea) beaten 
Grimsby 2-nil here and fol¬

TRUE FOR WEDNESDAY 


IT IS SAID, SOMEWHAT GLIBLY I CONFESS, that clubs of the heritage and stature of 
Sheffield Wednesday are “good for the Second Division.” Perhaps this is so, for the other 
clubs, but not in the long term for Wednesday. Like Derby County they are First Division 
in everything but current status. 

Last season they were de¬ 
nied promotion at the post 
by one point — Norwich 
overtaking them at the last 
gasp. It was the first season 
of three points for a win. 

Under the discarded two- 
points a win system they 
would have outstripped the 
Canaries by two points!

Once again this season 
the Hillsborough club 
are so near, yet so far, 
from regaining that co¬ 
veted promotion. But, in 
truth, it appears any 
hopes of silverware this 
season now lies in the 
FA. Cup. 
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Sheridan’s second half headed equaliser that sparked off two Kevin Wilson goals in 
the last ten minutes or so that gave Ranis a 3-1 win when Sheffield Wednesday came 
hero in search of League points last season on January 30, 1082. 


It had to happen to a 
club at some time, yet it 
seemed typical of the set¬ 
backs and tragedies 
which have surrounded 
the Yorkshiremen, parti¬ 
cularly over the last 40 
years. 

The on-field accident 
which cost the leg of their 
folk-hero Derek Dooley in 
1953 rocked the football 
world and stunned the city 
of Sheffield. The bribes 
scandal of the early GO'S 
which hit them hard was 
lived-down, while the sack¬ 
ing of Dooley, then mana¬ 
ger, on Christmas Eve ten 
years ago is sLill discussed 
by Sheffield folk in their 
sombre moments. Yet the 
club hus survived and 
thrived with dignity. 

The Sheffield Club is the 
oldest recorded club in the 
annals of Association Foot¬ 
ball. They were formed in 
1820, originally as a cricket 
club. In 1866 came the 
foundation of ‘Wednesday’, 
now the fifth oldesL League 
club, and they played under 
that name until 1929. 

The year 1892 saw them 
electee! to The League’s 
First Division, a place they 
held until 1899, when their 
first relegation hit them. 

As if to underline their 
inconsistency, the club 
twice appeared in the F.A. 
Cup Final during this early 
period, losing by the then 
record score ofG-1 to Black¬ 
burn Rovers in 1890, then 
winning the trophy six 
yenrs later. 

Their relegation was 
brief and the following sea¬ 


son Wednesday took the 
Second Division title to 
herald the first of their 16 
moves of Division in their 
long history. The turn of the 
century was to prove the ad¬ 
vent of a highly successful 

E eriod with the League title 
eing won by ‘The Owls* in 
1903 and 1904 followed by 
another Cup success in 
1907. 

Abruptly however their 
triumphs ended al this junc¬ 
ture with little to show for 
two decades of endeavour. 

Perhaps it was the name- 
change to Sheffield Wednes¬ 
day in 1929 that brought ab¬ 
out the u golden era ” to Hill¬ 
sborough as ’29 and 30 saw 
another “pair” of League ti¬ 
tle wins following close on 
the 1925 Second Division 
championship. 

“The Owls” were now a 
major force and the 1935 
F.A. Cup triumph came as 
no surprise. 

Yet a repetition of their 
fall from grace 30 years ear¬ 
lier was lo follow. In 1937 
they were relegated and the 
following season almost 
dropped into I he Third Divi¬ 
sion. 

From this juncture the lag 
of the yo-yo team began to 
stick, in 1939 they missal 
promotion on goal average 
from neighbours United, a 
situation which teas to be re¬ 
versed in 1950 when — on 
the same dntc — May 6 
Wednesday took the Second 
Division title aheud of Un¬ 
ited, on goal average, ironi¬ 
cally against the same team 
in the season's last game — 
Spurs. 


The following season it 
was back to "The Second” 
when they were relegated by 
.004 of a goal from surviving 
Chelsea. 

In 1952 came the intro¬ 
duction of Derek Dooley to 
League football. The tall, 
ungainly marksman scored 
46 goafs in his 30 games 
that season to take the club 
back to the top flight. 

Dooley was to be the most 
controversial player of his 
day — albeit brief. Standing 
6ft 3in and wearing size 12 
boots, the flame-haired 
Dooley showed little fines¬ 
se, yet he was always first to 
the ball. His career covered 
only 60 games in which he 
totalled 62 goals before it 
ended Irugically in Febru¬ 
ary 1953 at Deepdale, Pre¬ 
ston. 

Dooley, chasing a through 
hall, collided with Preston 
goalkeeper George Thomp¬ 
son to suffer a broken right 
leg. The wound became, in¬ 
fected and his leg teas 
amputated the following 
day. Thus ended the career 
of a man who, to this dux. 
gives his all to Sheffield 
football and is currently 
Commercial Manager at 
neigh bouring UnHod 

The Second Division title 
went to Hillsborough tn 
1956 and 1959, thereby giv 
ing the impression that one 
never really knew whether 
Wednesday were in the First 
or Second Divisions for 
several seasons, so frequent 
were their agonies and cc- 
sfacics. 

With their first century 
tucked under their belt, the 
club made their fifth and 


most recent F.A. Cup Final 
appearance, going down in 
1966 by 3-2 in a thrilling 
game toEverlon, which was 
to prove to be Wednesday’s 
last tilt for another major 
honour. 

By 1976 the club had slip¬ 
ped to the Third Division, a 
place they occupied until 
1980 and from which they 
now strive under Jack 
Charlton to revive their for¬ 
mer glories which hnve ex¬ 
perienced quite a few re¬ 
cords. 

Their activities in the 
transfer market over the 
years have seen the club 
break British records on the 
three occasions involving 
Jackie Sewell and Albert 
Quixall in the ’50's and 
Tony Kay in the sixties. 

In the 1977-78 season 
they collected an uncim* 
able record of having lert 
different players miss 
penalties during (he sea¬ 
son. The following year 
the two Sheffield cluhs. 
in opposition on Boxing 
l)uy recorded the high¬ 
est-over crowd for a 
Third Division game, 
49,309.
